In a Colony of that importance, 
which ranks with Ceylon and Hongkong, 
on the direct route to the great’ Asiztic 
nationg of India and China, it seems to 
me that some measures should be taken 
in the future to see that British trade is 
fostered. in. the plwe and that foreign 
trade remains in the place by permission.
